While it Is extremely desir- 
able to .Ixave congress pass upon th<s 
constituLlon, it is possible that it 
might be so satisfactory/in' its provis- 
ions that, regardless of the date of its 
adoption, the president mie&t not, 
deem it necessary to call congress to- 
gether In extra session to pass, upon it 
it is cla-imcu that It is clearly within 
the !-egftl rights of the president to 
withdraw the troops from Cuba when 
he is satisfied that the country is paci- 
fied and a competent, stable .goyern- 
meat established, without submlfcUng 
the matter to congress. The relations 
between the governments of Cuba and 
,-tne Unltefl &IS.KS asast !ys clearly ile- 
flned, eithw in the constitution or <u 
some other satisfactory way, bc-iore the 
United States -wHl consent to withdraw 
entirely from the government ot the 
Island.

Both bill and report will be pre- 
sented to the house as soon as they 
can be printed. The recommendations

For Sutoniariue Boats. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The sunate 


committee on naval affairs has con- 
cluded its consideration of the naval 
bill. The committee amends the bill 
so as to provide, for the purchase o£ 
-three Holland torpedo boats, and in- 
stead of authorizing the secretary of 
the navy to contract for iotir new ves- 
sels, as provided in the bill as it passed 
the house, he is required to furnish 
plans for four vessels, the plans .to be 
completed by the beginning of ilie first 
session of tho next congress.

temple fired. Broken in spirits and 
finances'.'and ".-without even a cent on 
his person, the discoverer of the most 
famous mining property ia the world 
died a suicide's death and was buried 
without ostentation or display at the 
expense of Gallatin county.

Clcarlng-Ho«9o Strongr-Box the Fines*-

A treasure chest, -traich is said to be 


ono of the strongest ia the- world, far 
Stetter thaa that in which the govern- 
ment stores its wealth in the Philadel- 
phia mint, is to be found at the clear- 
ing house in Ns-.v York. The clearing 
house strong-lie" Is tbe only one of its 
kind, and experts say it is the best. 
Even the bank of England cannot show 
anycJiing like it. 
Situated, somewhat 


lower than the side-walk, the vault is 
about as large as a good-assd dining- 
room, having a frontage of 23 feet and 
a uejJtli of 20 feet. It is 12 feet high. 
The fioor rests ou a platform of steel 
rails. L-ike the sides and top, it is sis. 
and a quarter inches thick, ot chroma j 
steel plates tempered lu almost dia-' 
tnotid iiardness. The cornpartment is 
farliliantly lighted at all times, and the 
treasure chest is free from contact frith' 
the top and sides.

The farmers that did not clean up 


their orchards in the fall before the 
snow came should see to it that the 
work is not neglected in. tie spring. 
It should be begun as soon as the snow 
is-off the ground. .All the dead leaves 
and ola twigs aad other burnable rub- 
bish should be raked up and burned.. 
The clumps of grass in tiii fence cor- 
ners should be disposed or in the saiae 
manner. This is for the sake of de- 
stroying not only the eggs of insects 
but also ttfa spores of destructive 
fungi, which live over on. the fallen 
leaves and twigs. The latest investi- 
gations show that many of our worst 
fungous pests are carried over from 
year to year on the rubbish, under the 
trees. This to some degree accounts 
for the non-success of spraying some- 
times

ST.n\v to I'ack Applet. 


It is •very essential that apples should 


be properly prepare-d for market in 
order that tlie best results may be ob- 
tained, and it is with this end In view 
that the following suggestions are sub- 
mitted: 


Country shippers and paclcers of ap- 


ples should make it a point to pack 
their fruit honestly; that la, hav« the 
fruit PUB alike all through. th.e barrel. 
Do not endeavor to cause deception by 
placing good, sound, large fnrit on the 
top and hottbai of the harrel, and fill 
in the middle with a lot at gnarly, 
wormy and decayed fruit. It dees not 
i>ay. The deception ia easily detected 
upon investigation, and merchants do 
not care to have fraud practiced upon 
then!, neither do they care to practice 
it upon their customers. 


Full regulation-sized barrels should 


be used. Take the barrel, one head 
out, nail the hoops, and b-r-esJc off tho 
ends of tho nails at the inside; place 
a layer or tier b* apples, goofi and uni- 
form siaos, smooth, bright, healthy, as 
closely as possible, stem down-ward, 
on the lower tad, then fill up, a basket 
fiiil at a time, throwing out small 
wormy, gnarly and windfall apples, 
and sna.Kins the harre! well after each 
deposit until'It-is-ftiH two inches aTjove 
the rim; place the head squarely on. 
the apples, and with a screw or lever 
press force it Into place and nail se- 
curely.

Odd Accident* to 'Gnn». 


One of the strangest accidents which 


ever happened to the big guns of a 
battleship recently alarmed the gun^ 
ners iu the turet of the English bat- 
tleship Thunderer.
